FLAMES SW EEP PRISON 


$150,000 Loss Resu lts To 
Institu tion Following Fight 
In Dining Hall 
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PITTSBURGH, 
Pa.. 
July 18 .— 
Sev en co nv icts were missing at the 
ro ll call in Western Pennsy lv ania: 
penitentiary here to day 
after fires 
and wild rio ting when the priso ners 
rebelled during lunch. 
The fire lo ss 
is estimated at $15 0,000. # 
Two firemen and fiv e inmates were 
injured by gunsho t wo unds, while 
sco res were slightly hurt. 
The riot started when two prison­ 
ers stru ck each other while tak ing 
their places at tables. An instant lat­ 
er the prison fire 
alarm 
sou nded 
and men leaped u pon tables, howling 
lik e maniacs and hu rling 
anything 
within reach at gu ards. 
The mad men raced throu gh 
the 
bu ildings and carried fire into sec­ 
tions where the flames had not 
al­ 
ready reached. Brooms were lighted 
and carried by the convicts. Bedding 
was stack ed high and fired. 
Prisoners Stone Gu ards 
Soon the prison was a roaring fu r­ 
nace and the firemen were battling 
with the prisoners. 
Some 
inmates 
climbed the fifth tier of cells 
and 
began hu rling brick s from the 
top 
of the inside wall at gu ards and fire­ 
men. 
Lik e animals, 
the long term ers 
crawled and clu ng to window 
bars 
howling at thou sands of spectators 
that had gathered when dense clou ds 
of smok e rolled from the bu ildings. 
The rioters were qu elled only after 
scores of police overwhelmed them 
and restored order. 
Prison officials said they believed 
the missing wou ld be fou nd 
hidden 
abou t the grou nds. 
Several prisoners ru shed at the 
gu ards. 
They 
ripped fu rnitu re to 
bits and u sed table legs and chairs 
as 
blu dgeons. 
Others 
grabbed 
k nives, fork s and tin plates from 
the tables. The air was filled with 
flying missiles. 
The fighting spread from the din­ 
ing room u ntil the whole peniten­ 
tiary was involved. Gu ards on the 
walls ran u p and down, threatening 
with their rifles the convicts mill­ 
ing arou nd the yards. 
Plan Jail Delivery 
Other gu ards, armed with rifles 
and revolvers, opened fire on 
the 
convicts as they ru shed them again 
and again in an effort to captu re the 
gates and effect a general jail de­ 
livery. 
The fires were started one after 
the other in rapid su ccession, and 
soon the air was heavy with smok e, 
in the midst of which the hand-to- 
hand fighting raged on. 
Hu ndreds 
of prisoners, clad in their gray and 
black striped garments, pawed fran­ 
tically, lik e caged maniacs at the 
bars throu gh brok en windows and 
screamed and cu rsed lik e mad men 
at the thou sands who had gathered 
arou nd the prison. 
Hu ndreds of shots were fired in 
an effort to qu iet the convicts, bu t 
this only increased their fu ry. 
A rped with k nives and fork s and 
the tin plates from the dining room 
torn 
into 
strips, with 
razor-lik e 
edges, the prisoners stormed 
the 
gu ards and threatened to assu me 
possession of the great gray stru c­ 
tu re, bu t they were finally overpow­ 
ered. 
Patrol Outer W a lls , 
Stray shots were heard here and 
there 
throu ghou t 
the prison, bu t 
these were to qu iet some grou ps of 
men that had been penned in a sin­ 
gle cell. 
State 
troopers 
were en 
rou te from Grennsbu rg barrack s to 
patrol the prison tonight and 
to 
prevent any new ou tbreak s. 
Prac­ 
tically every available policeman in 
the city was on gu ard patrolling the 
ou ter walls and nolding back the 
tens of thou stands of cu riou s that 
gathered. 
At frequ ent intervals blood-cu rd- 
liog yells 
wou ld 
arise from 
the 
prison 
as the inmates wou ld 
let 
loose another viciou s howl.

IT IS UP TO THE BUYER 


The limitatio ns o f the state co rpo ratio ns depart­ 
ment in its po wers and inclinatio n to pro tect the public 
against sto ck-selling co ncerns are o utlined in a letter 
fro m D. W. Minier, assistant engineer o f the depart­ 
ment, published in The Register Friday . 
“ It is no t the functio n o f this department,” said 
the letter, “ to say to a man that he shall no t gamble 
his mo ney , accepting any o dds he cho o ses. 
The cer­ 
tificates issued by this department co ntain recitals o f 
the area and the amo unt o f leases o f co mpanies, the 
amo unt o f capitalizatio n, the amo unt o f sto ck issued 
fo r pro mo tio n, and the amo unt o f sto ck to be so ld to 
the public, and lay do wn co nditio ns o n which the 
sto ck is to be so ld. 
“ Fro m the statements co ntained in the permit, it 
is fo r the public to determine whether it inv ests its 
mo ney in the co ncern.” 
This statement o f the assistant engineer must em­ 
phasize in the minds o f tho se who hav e read and co n­ 
sidered its purpo rt the fact that there is an element o f 
chance inv o lv ed in the purchase o f o il sto cks. What­ 
ev er o ily salesmen may say abo ut big div idends and 
dead sure things, the fact remains that there is a 
gamble, and no o ne o ught to buy o il sto ck unless he 
go es into the matter with his ey es o pen, kno wing that 
he is in nearly ev ery case accepting o dds. 
The state co rpo ratio ns department po ints o ut that 
it is no t respo nsible fo r failure o f co mpanies to pro ­ 
duce o il. 
Tho se who hav e had the idea that Califo rnia’s 
blue sky law o r any o ther state’s blue sky law is a 
guarantee o f business sagacity and integrity o n the 
part o f men entering into a co rpo ratio n sho uld rev ise 
their co nceptio n o f the practical duties o f the state 
co rpo ratio ns department. Clev er salesmen hav e o ften 
persuaded unthinking and uninfo rmed pro spects into 
believ ing that the mere issuance o f a certificate by 
the state co rpo ratio ns department is a guarantee o f 
go o d faith o n the part o f the directo rs o f their co m­ 
pany , and that the state has o fficially giv en sanctio n 
to the plans o f the co mpany as a feasible and prac­ 
ticable business inv estment. 
The state department makes no such guarantee. It 
recites the co nditio ns under which the co mpany is al­ 
lo wed to sell sto ck. 
It is up to the pro spectiv e in­ 
v esto r to read the statement, disco unt the enthusiasm 
and assertio ns o f the salesman that are no t in keeping 
with the statement, use his co mmo n sense, and then 
make up his mind wheter he is willing to gamble. 
If he decides to gamble, an ho nest co mpany will 
giv e him his mo ney ’s wo rth in the jackpo t. 
If he de­ 
cides no t to gamble, the sto ck co ncern pro bably need 
no t go far to find so mebo dy who will.

It is well, ai the 
American withdrawal appro aches, to remember that 
Haiti is entitled by her reco rd to a co nsiderable 
amo unt o f respect and gratitude o n the part o f the 
United States.

Ho w many Americans kno w that Haiti helped this 
co untry gain its independence? No t o ne in 1 ,0 0 0 . 
It 
is no t in the scho o l histo ries, and if it is in the big 
histo ries it go es unno ticed. A tho ro ugh-go ing student 
o f histo ry calls attentio n to the fact, which is sustain­ 
ed by unassailable ev idence, that during the Rev o lu­ 
tio nary war Haiti raised a v o lunteer regiment o f 8 0 0 
negro tro o ps, and that this regiment rendered effectiv e 
serv ice under Washingto n’s co mmand. 
Amgng o ther 
engagements, the Haitians fo ught at the battle o f Sa­ 
v annah, and, acco rding to a French reco rd, they are 
credited with hav ing sav ed the rev o lutio nary army o n 
that o ccasio n by co v ering the retreat o f the French 
and American fo rces. 
It is nev er safe to be co ntemptuo us o f any natio n, 
big o r little, witho ut a tho ro ugh kno wledge o f histo ry ; 
and the well info rmed student is seldo m co ntemptuo us 
because he finds things that co mmand respect in the 
reco rd o f nearly ev ery race. 


A GREAT OPPORTUNITY 


As a result o f the President’s inv itatio n o f the 
principal allied po wers to a disarmament co nference, 
and the friendly spirit in which the po wers co ncerned 
are respo nding, the o utlo o k fo r the wo rld is mo re ho pe­ 
ful to day than it has been fo r two y ears. 
The pro po sed internatio nal co nference will be the 
biggest and mo st impo rtant gathering o f allied states­ 
men since the Paris co nference. 
In certain impo rtant 
respects it will amo unt to a seco nd sitting o f that co n­ 
ference. 
Tho ugh no t fo rmally called fo r that pur­ 
po se, it will be in po sitio n to discuss the main po ints 
inv o lv ed, in the light o f the present wo rld situatio n, 
and to suggest new mo des o f pro cedure. 
Out o f this co nference may co me plans fo r such 
a rev isio n o f the Paris treaty as will enable the United 
States to bring its share in the war to dignified and 
satisfacto ry co nclusio n, and o ut o f it may co me such 
an understanding regarding disarmament and o ther 
v ital matters as will giv e better assurance o f future 
peace and lightened tax burdens. 
In sho rt, there o pens up anew, after lo ng and 
heart-breaking delay , a po ssibility o f the American 
peo ple o btaining, after all, the main things they fo ught 
fo r in the great war. 
Public appro v al o f this mo v e 
has been instant and enthusiastic. 
There is a rare 
o ppo rtunity fo r wise statesmanship, and the adminis­ 
tratio n will be ex pected to make the mo st o f it.

Fo r this o rganizatio n appears to be spread ing in 
an und ergro und fashio n. 
Its v io lent treatment o f 
Pinto in running him o ut o f to wn witho ut a trial o r 
hearing o f any k ind may bo d uplicated wherev er it 
gets a fo o tho ld . 
While it may pro fess the highest principles, any 
o rganizatio n o f this k ind which jud ges the co nd uct o f 
a priv ate ind iv id ual and inflicts penalties acco rd ing 
to its whim is o ffensiv e and d angero us to fund amen­ 
tal Americanism. 
It tend s inev itably to beco me an engine o f per­ 
so nal persecutio n, and its ex istence is alway s co n­ 
trary to the principle o f liberty within the law. 
Only in the co urts o f justice and befo re his peers 
can any man be held respo nsible, and o nly by them 
can punishment be inflicted , acco rd ing to the uni­ 
v ersal American id eal. 
Such o rganizatio ns sto p v ery little sho rt o f be­ 
ing an o rganized ex pressio n o f ly nch law. 
That we d o need refo rm in American criminal 
pro ced ure and a stricter enfo rcement o f the law v ery 
few will questio n. 
But to attempt to set up in any 
co mmunity a gro up o f priv ate citizens who will ex er­ 
cise these functio ns is to start back ward to ward the 
sav age d ay s o f ind iv id ual v engeance. 
No think ing American can co untenance any such 
o rganizatio n, and must regard with grav e fears the 
ex tensio n o f its o peratio ns.

co ho lic drinks led men to crav e stro ng co ndiments, in 
o rder to impart an appreciable flav o r to fo o d which 
the stupefied palate no lo nger appreciated. 
Abstentio n fro m stro ng drink, therefo re, has a 
do uble effect. 
It enco urages culinary artists to do 
their best in the preparatio n o f fine and delicate fo o ds, 
in the assurance that their effo rts will be better re­ 
co gnized. 
It also tends to create a genuine appre­ 
ciatio n o f the natural flav o rs o f meats, fruits and 
v egetables, o n the part o f peo ple who hav e lo ng fo r­ 
go tten them. 
This latter effect is far mo re impo rtant 
than the fo rmer, because it leads to simpler liv ing 
and so under digestio n.

by two men, who stand clo se to geth­ 
er and leaning o v er the ed ge, d ip 
their pad d les d eep into the water 
and swreep them away fro m each

slo wly ro und and ro und , piled high 
with fat, juicy melo ns, their gun­ 
wales almo st awash. 
But they are
